The Governor-General Visits The Sugar City

During your short stay with us, we 
sincerely hope you enjoy your visit 
and that you will carry the friendship 
and best wishes of the people of the 
Town of Raymond with you on your 
tour and back to yot* home in the 
east. These same greetings and wishes 
are exetended to your accompanying 
party. 

We appreciate and congratulate your 
Excellency on being the first Canadian 
to occupy this important position in 
our government. It is an acknowledge- 
ment and confirmation of your in 
tegrity and loyalty to the affairs o! 

te, which we are confident will be 
fully attested and magnified as you 
continue in this responsible position. 

In selecting Raymond as one of your 
stops we are assuming your Excellency 
would be interested in a brief account 
of why Raymond is here. 

Firstly, the turn of the century, 
Raymond was only a waving expanse 
of prairie grass, roamed by the odd 
cowman or native American Indian, 
In 1901 the Alberta Railway and Irrig- 
ation Co. sold to Jesse Knight of 
Provo, Utah, a vast expanse of adjac- 
ent land in consideration of Mr. Knight 
erecting a Sugar Factory in Southern 
Alberta, to be operated for at least 10 
years. Mr. Knight and his associates 
selected this site and started the town. 
It was named Raymond for his son 
Raymond who was his local repre- 
sentative. Erection of the factory 
commenced in 1902 and Me first sugar 

F de in 1908, 

Tis p. nt oper ted \.ith only L.eu 
Jocre success for 10 seasons and in 
1914 at the begining of World War 
One it was closed and the machinery 
was moved beck to Cache Valley, Utah. 
Undoubtedly it was built 20 years too 
soon, as a full supply of beets was 
unobtainable, and resulted in its failure 
to be economically successful. Lands 
were growing abundant crops of grain 
that were being sold at fabulous war- 
time prices which was too much com- 
petition for beets, 

This condition, however, did not 
continue, for by 1928 the irrigated 
lands becoming infested with 
perennial weeds and wild oats until 
grain was becoming too expensive to 
grow on the farms in competition with 
dry land grain farming. 

At this time, about 1923 — enterpriz- 
ing Citizens of Raymond and surround: 
ing towns realized they needed a cash 
cullivated crop in their farm economy 
to be able to carry on. Irrigation cap- 
ital costs were unpaid and water rate 
arrears were large. Consequently, after 
much persuasion and after growing 
many demonstration beet plots, the 
Utah-Idaho Sugar Co, of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, commenced erection of 
plant No, 2 for Raymond — in the 
early spring of 1925. 

The Factory was completed the same 
year and 75,000 bags of sugar were 
made that first campaign, And since 
then 17,554,524 — 100 lb. bags of sugar, 
representing an estimated $133,000,000 
of new wealth has been produced from 
the Parent, plant and the two addition- 
al ones built in the interval.

The Queen's representative = in 
Canada — the Hon. Vincent Massey — 
did Raymond the honor of visiting here 
on his recent trans-Canada tour, We 
are very sorry for the delay in report- 
ing this event but several things over 
which we had little or no control came 
up so we ask your indulgence. 

The Governor-General was very 
interested in all phases of his visit 
here, from his arrival and the visit 
to the school, to the tour through the 
Sugar factory and the civic luncheon 
in his honor just prior to his departure 
for the St. Mary Dam. We were talking 
to some people in Calgary while Mr. 
Massey was there and because they 
had a sort of interest in. Raymond 
(unknown to Mr. Massey) they asked 
about his visit here and were told 
quite frankly that the whole Vice- 
Regal party were exceptionally well 
pleased with the time spent in Ray- 
mond.

This alone is increased 
extensively by the returns from ap- 
proximately 40,000 head of beef and 
around 62,000 head of lambs sent to

May I thank you most warmly, Mr. 
Mayor, for your very hospitable 
weleome 1 am particularly happy to 
be with you today in this famous town 
which, I am told, helped to provide one 
of my predecessors with “the most 
interesting and enjoyable day he had 
had since leaving Ottawa.” 

It is, I understand, some 65 years 
since the police occupied 15 Mile Butte, 
but not until some years later (1901) 
was the place selected as the site of 
Alberta's first sugar factory, destined 
to become the provincial centre of a 
very important Canadian Industry. 
This industry, Mr. Mayor, I observe 
is most happily associated with the 
peace and the freedom of an agricul- 
tural community. These things are well 
known, I believe that outside this 
Province. and perhaps outside this 
community, it may not be well known 
that the name of the town commemor- 
ates a very fine tradition of courage- 
ous service. The founder of Raymond, 
I am told, not only risked but ulti- 
mately lost considerable sums in what 
was then a courageous undertaking, 
and one quite unattractive to the regu- 
lar investor. His object was not to 
make a profit for himself, but to build 
4 prosperous community. 

In that, at least, he was completely 
successful, The present town of Ray- 
mond, Mr. Mayor, is a witness to his 
wisdom and to that of those who 
through all the difficult years of war 
and depression have know ‘how to 
carry on the founder's work. 

I look forward greatly to my short 
stay with you, and I thank you once 
more for your kind welcome.
